To 
the aflurances which were then given of 
the certainty of the faéts, upon the 
known integrity of the gentlemen by 
whom they were communicated to the 
pre(s,muct: ftronger teftimony may now 
be added: ‘edediah has lately refided 
feveral weeks at St Fobn's Gate; and to 
perpetuaie the memory of a perfon fo 
extraordinary, as well as to gratify the 
curiofity of our correfpondents, a print, 
which extremely refembles him, is pre- 
fixed to this Magazine. 

With this print it was greatly withed 
fome accoun: of his life could be given; 
but the life of laborious poverty is ne- 
ceflarily uniform and obfcure: ‘The hif- 
tory of one day would almoft include 
the events of all. Time, with refpeé 
to Buxton, changed nothing but hisage, 
nor did the feafons vary his employ- 
ment, except that in winter he uled:a 
flail, and in fummer a ling hook ; fome 
particulars however, both of his cha- 
racter and his life, which have not yet 
been mentioned, we have taken this op- 
portunity to communicate to the public. 

_ His grandfather, Jobs Buxton, was 
vicat of Evmeton in Derixfbire, and his 
father, im Buxton, was {choolmafter of 
the fame parifh; but Jedediah, notwith- 
ftanding the profeffion of his father, is 
extreamiy illiterate, having, by whate- 





he will foon after fay, that itis fo many 
minutes, and if any diftance of way, he 
will affign the number of hair’s -breadths, 
without any queltion having been afked, 
or any calculation expected by the com- 


pany. 

By this method he has greatly encrea- 
fed the power of his memory, with re- 
{peét to figures, and ftored up feveral 
common produéts in his mind,to which 
he can have immediate recourfe,: as the 
number of minutes in a year, ‘of--hair’s 
breadths in a mile, and many others. 
When he once cwmprehends'a queftion, 
which is not without difficulty ’ and 
time, he begins to work with amaging 
facitity, and will leave a long queftion 
half wrought, and, at the end of feveral 
months, refume it, beginning where he 
left off, and proceeding regularly till it 
is compleated. 

His memory would certainly have 
been equally retentive, with refpect to 
other objects, if he had attended to o- 
ther obje&s with equal diligence; but 
his perpetual application to Terie has 
prevented the {malleft acquifition of any 
other knowledge, and his mind fee: 
to have retained fewer ideas than that of 
a boy of ten years old, in thé fame clafs 
of life. He has been fometimes afked,on 
his return from church, wheilier he re- 
membered the text, or any part of the 
fermon, but ik pever appeared that he 
brought away. one fentence i His mind,

During his refidence in Londom he was 
carried. to fee King; Richard II]. per- 
formed at Drury Lane playhouwie, and it 
was expected ether, that the novelty 
and the {plendour of the fhow would 
have fixed him in aftonithment, or kept 
his imagination in a continual hurry ; 
or that his paflions wou'd, in fome de- 
gree have been touched by the power 
of aétion, if he had not perfeétly un- 
deritood the dialogue; but Fedediah’s 
mind was employed in the playhoufe 
jut as it was employed at church. Du- 
ring the dance he fixed his attention up- 
on the number of tteps;he declared afier 
a fine piece of mufick, that the innume- 
rable founds produced by the inftruments 
had perplexed him beyond meafure; and 
1¢ attended even to Mr Garrick only to 
count the. words that. he uttered, in 
which, he fays, he perfeétly {ucceeded. 

Jedediah is now falely reiurned tothe 
place of his birth, where, if his enjoy- 
ments .are few, his wifhes.do~ not 
feem to be more : ‘He appiies to his la- 
bour, by which he fubfiits with chear- 
fulnefs ; he regrets nothing that he lefe 
behind him in Loxdon, and it is.ftill his 
opinion, that a flice of rufty bacon af- 
fords the aioit delicious repaft. 


Account of a Tourney from Williamfburg 
ro the French Fort, near the Lake Er- 
ri, é# Virginia. 

“HE French having been lately 
erecting torts, and making’ -fet- 
tiements upon the river Odio, in the 
weitern parts of Virginia, which. are 
known to be the property of GreatBri- 
tain, Major George Wafbington was fent 
by Governor Dinwiddie, with a letter to 
the French commandant on that river, 
by which he was required to depart. 
Mr Wajetngten Mec out on the gift of 

Odober 1753. end reached Will's Creek 

on the 14h of Novemter; from whence 


G he proceeded ihe next day with Mr 


Gifi, a perfon whom he had engaged as 
a guide, a French interpieter, two dn- 
dian traders, ana fome ocher attendants 
and fervants. wiih horfes and proper ac- 
cominodations for ihe journey. 

Art afmail diltance trom the fork of 
the Od.o, after 25 Gays travel, he called 
150n Shingijs, king cf the De/aware In- 
dians, who went with him to Logg’s 
town, where he incended to--aflemple 
ihe chiefs of she Six Nations, in order 
. to 
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to engage them in‘his intereft, and* in-

duce? them ‘to ‘renounce all connexion ' 


with the French. 

One of the chiefs, calléd-the Half 
Kingy who had lately been a journey to 
the French commander, was abfent at 
his ‘hunting cabbin, buta nieffenger be- 
ing’immediately difpatch’d to him, fie 
came the next day. Mr Wafbington took 
him afide, with his Jvdian incerpreter, 
and enquired the view of his expediti- 
on, ‘and how he had fucceeded. 

Thechief told him, that he remon- 
ftrared againft their encroachments ona 
territory which belonged neither tothem 
nortotheEng/ifo,deciaring that he would 
keep ‘both at arms length, and would 
joindna amity wich that fide only which 
withdrew into thofe’ bounds that had 
originally been prefcribed: That he 
was'‘anfwered by the Frenchman with 
great’ haughtiaefs, who faid, that he 
feared not flies or mufquetas, and fuch 
he held theJndians to be; that they might 
expé& kindnefs if they fabmitted to his 
will; and if not he would tread them 
under his feet. 

On the 26th of Nov. Mr Wafbington 
met the chiefs'in council, when they a- 
greed'that the wampum * delivered by the 
French to them fhould be returned, as-a

fymbd] of abolifhing all agreements be- , 


tweén them; that fome of them fhould 
ttend Mr Wa/bington with a fufficient 
guard for his defence, and fome of their 
beft,.hunters to furnifh him. with provi- 
fions during the journey. 

After a delay of fome days, he fet out 
with three of the chiefs, the Half King, 
White Thunder, ‘Fela Kake, and one of 
their beft hunters ; it having been de- 
termined, after fore mature confidera- 
tion, 'that-a greater number mightalarm 
the French, and caufe them to be rude- 
ly treated. 

On the 4th of December they arrived 
at Venango, about 60 milés from Logs 
town, where they found the French 
coloars ‘hoifted upon a houfe, from 
which they had driven Fobn Fraffer, cn

plaifance, and invited him to fupper + 
the invitation was tacented. ame the 
wine having foon put an end to the 
caution of his company, they no Jonger 
concealed their defigns. They so]d him 
that they determined to take, poffeffion 
of the Odio, to which they .pretended 
a right from a difcovery made by one 
la Solle 60 years ago; that their view 
was to prevent the Eng/if> from, mak- 
ing any fettlements upon it, which they 
knew they fhould accomplifh, for tho’ 
the Englifh could raife two men. for 
their one, yet their motions .were. too 
flow to prevent any. undertaking. of 
theirs. ad 

Mr Wafbington had not. introduced 
his Jndian affociates to thefe gentlemen, 
becaule ‘foncaire underftood ‘the Jan- 
guage, and he feared they might be 
feduced from their purpofe; however 
the rain that fell on the next day, hav- 
ing rendered it impoflible to proceed to 
the fort, ‘foxcaire heard where. they 
had. been Jef:, and fent for them. 

When they case in he receiv'd them 
with expreffions of the utmoft joy, 
gently upbraided them with being to 
near, and yet neglecting to vifit him, 
gave each of them fome trifling pre- 
fents, and at length made them Boa 

It was now impoffible to get them a- 
way ; they faid that all the. affairs be- 
tween their nation and the. French, 
were left to Mr ‘Joncaire ; and with 
him they would tranfaét them. Ac- 
cordingly a kind of council was. held, 
and the chiefs were prefent; they .con- 
tinued firm fo their refolution, and of- 
fered Foncaire the wampum which they 
had determined toreturn. This how- 
ever he artfully refufed to receive, and 
defired that it might be delivered to 
the commandant at the fort, 

To the fort however he had no 
mind they fhould go, for having eluded 
the aét by which all treaties weie vacat- 
ed, he laboured by every artifice in his 
power to detain the chiefs, til Mr 
Wafbington revurned from his expediti-

as loud as if I had fuddenly broke a nut 
under my heel; and I hada fenfation as 
if the heel of my fhoe had ftruck a holein 
the floor; which feveral have felt allo, 
whilft fome have feem'd to have re- 
ceiv'd a {mart firoke with a cane on the 
part.—Suitpecting what the cafe was, 
and feeling the hollow between the ends 
of the broken tendon, I took the left 
foct in my right hand, and extended it 
ftrongly ; and as foon as I was feated, 
prefied down the calf of my leg with 
the other hand; in which pofture | 
kept them till rwo furgeons came, who, 
alter being fatisfied of the rupture, ap- 
plied comprefles, and a bended board 
on the upper past of my foot, and fore 
part of my leg, which they kept, as 
near as they cou'd, ina ftreight line, by 
a light bandage made of a long roller. 
This foon became too uneafy, and the 
board liable to fhift: Therefore I fub- 
ftituted the following compound ban- 


age. 

Fig. 1. Is.a foot-fock, or flipper A, 
of double quilted ticking, from whofe 
heel B, the quilted ftrap C, is long e- 
nough to reach up above the calf. 

Fig. Wi. A ftrong quilted calf piece 
L, with proper holes M M on each fide, 
through which a lace Fig. I11. is to be 
pafled ; and witha buckle N, fo placed 
on its back part, that when the lacing 
was on the outfideof ihe leg, the buckle 
was in the middle of the lower part. 
Two rows of pye-holes are here re- 
prefented on one fide, either of which 
is to be ufed according to the thicknefs 
of the leg. 

Having then wrapp’d foft flannel, 
fmoaked with the fumes of benzoin, 
round my foot and leg, I put on, as in 
Fig. IL. the foot fock A, and calf piece 


After this I began to move the foot 
backwards and forwards, fo gently as 
not to give pain, and gradually increaf- 
ed thofe motions, but ftopt the flection 
of the foot, or extenfion of the leg, 
whenever I felt the leaft uneafine(s. 


D . When I began to walk, | always put 


the left leg fomewhat before the right, 
that the left foot might be well extend- 
ed, taking @ cane in my right hand, to 
prevent falling. 

The void between the ends of the 
tendon foon became infenfible, only a 
foftnefs was felt there, which turned 


E gradually thicker and harder, till a knot 


was formed in it, which feem’d to bea 
piece of cartilage, as big as a middle 
fiz’d plumb, which at prefent is much 
lefs perceptibie than formerly. 

Some weeks after the accident I be- 
gun to pour cold water on my left leg 


. and foot, caufing them to be well rub- 


bed immediately after, but the water in- 
ftead of ftrengthening the limb, made 
it cold and weax, fo | forebore it, and 
rubbed on ftrongly sunguent dialthee 
twice a day, to prevent the fkin from 
excoriation by the fri€tion. ‘This I 
continued till [ began to ule the limb 


G freely. 


Going abroad at fix weeks end, I put 
on fhoes with heels about two inches 
high, and inftead of the former bandage, 
applied the following machine in the 
day time, which however I wore at 
night for a month longer. 

Fig. V. Was a piece of fteel, the 


H middie ftalk of which A is narrow but 


ftrong: The ends BB, are broad and 
concave,adapied to the convexity of the 
foot and fore part of the leg. Three 
ttaples CCC, ftand up from the fore 

part 
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part of the fteel, one being in the mid- 
dle of each of the bread ends, and the 
third in the middle of the ftalk. All the 
fteel, except the ftaples was covered 
with chammoy leather, and the conca- 
vities of B B were well buffed. 

After I had put on my fhoes and 
ftockings, one end of the machine was 
put on the broad of my foot, nearer the 
toes than the fhoe buckle ; and the o- 
ther end was placed on the fore part of 
the leg: Then a ribband, or a thong 
of leather, Fig. 6.7. was put round 
the foot, thro’ a noofe E E of a fourth 
thong of leather F, that came round the 
quarter heel of the fhoe, to be after- 
wards put through the middle ftaple ; 
where, when thefe ends GG, Fig. 8,were 
drawn as tight as needful, they were 
fecured with the buckle, as in Fig. g. 
This I wore in the day for five months; 
all which time I never walk’d the ftreets 
but was carried ina chair. In going 
down flairs, [ putthe difeafed leg down 
firft at each ftep, and in coming up, 
the found one foremoft. ‘The habit I 
had thus acquired, became fo much a 
fecond nature, that it was with difficulty 
afterwards that I learned to go up and 
down in the ordinary way, with the 
feet alternately. 

I counianel che high heel’d fhoe for 
two years, and boots the fame when I 
begun to ride, but have fince retrench’d 
their height, till now I wear them of 
the common make. 

Daring all that time too, I mounted 
my horle on the right fide, that I might 
avoid rearing my whole weight by the 
force of the weakened ga/frocnemei muf- 
cles; and to prevent {training them, in 
cafe the horfe ttumbled, I kepr the letr 
foot deep in the ftirrup. In walking 
up hill, i 
fhort, guarded againft every other 
ftretching ftep or motion. 

On comparing the fize of the calfs of 
the two legs at prefent, the left one is a 
little fmaller than the right, efpecially 
inthe morning, butfo liule, that ic is 
{carce perceptible ; through the day the 
difference becomes lefs.—The tendo a- 
chillis that was broken, is, as moft o- 
ther tendons cured after breaking, con- 
fiderably thicker, and harder than the 
other; but one muit be told it is fo, be- 
fore it can be diicovered by the eye.

A Poor boy, of a {crophulous habit, 
with an ulcer in one Jeg, of fome 
continuance, J think a year or more, ~ 
took, by my orders, calomel and dia- 
gtydium triturated with gum guajiacum 
and flowers of fulphur, a few grains of 
each, and a {mal] quantity of jalap root, 
repeated four times, which purged 
gently ; the ulcer was bathed twice a 
day with urine and falt made warm, 
and drefled with bafilicon and Arceus's 
liniment, equal parts. In a few weeks 
it got well, and he recovered a good 
ftate of health, and, I heard lately, 
continued wel], though it is now abouc 
five years fince. 


My advice was efked for a g'rl of 
feventeen; fhe had fchirrhous tumours 
about her neck, her face full and bloat- 


E ed, her belly fwelled end hard ; the has 


not yet had the evacuations natural to 
the fex ; her elbow, juft on the joint, 
was extremely {welled and painful, and 
broke in feveral places, fram which 
oozed a foid ichor. Being very much 
impor.uned, J conld not dery my 
affiltance. 1 ordered a gentle purge to 
be repeated once a week to four times, 
viz. calomel 6 grains, flowers of {ul- 
phur 7 grains, and falt of wormwood 
4 grains, rubbed wel] together; to 
which was added jzlap root 16 grains, 
and nutmeg 5 grains. This worked 
in a kindly manner. And here t mutt 
obferve, that it is my cpinion, which 
is founded on faéts, and therefore she 
more to be depended upon, that nothing 
can be done with fafery in thefe cafes, 
but by the meft gentie means, which 
theretore require a long {pace of time, 
and an exact regimen, to have their 
effet.

A young. woman whofe mother was 
f{crophulous, and feveral of the family 
tainted with it, had a {welling all round 
the ancle and on the inftep of one foot, 
which was hard and painful}: and not 
difcoloured, as | remember, and feem’d 
to be feated deep among thofe {mall 
bones. By bleeding in {mall quantities, 
a few lenient purges, and taking wood- 
lice frefh gathered, to numb. 15 ‘or 
more, every morning for feveral 
months, the {welling infenfibly abated, 
grew ealy, and at lengih entirely dif- 
appeared, and fhe enjoys a tojerable 
fhare of health. 

I lately faw the good effects. of 
calomel 10 grains, honey of rofes 
{trained 2 d:ams, ina chronic inflam-

full of lime-water, and corked them 
well. ‘They ftood in a cellar eighteen 
days. I chen took out one of the fith ; 
it was {weet, found,andfirm. { boil’d 
one part of it, and broiled the other: 
it eat well, and had not the lealt tafte 
of lime-water, but was not altogether 
fo firm as afrefh fifth. When i open’d 
the beef-pot, to my great furprize, it 
ftunk abominably./ See Vol. 20.p.557.) 

I poured the lime water trom bozh 
pots, and put in frefh lime- water. 
This ftood four weeks longer; the 
remaining fifth was quite frefh, and a 
little twetled ; but when [ boiled ir, 
it diffolved to a jelly. The fieth was 
very putrid. Thus lime water appeats 
to prelerve fifth, but not fiehh. 

Dr Alflon’s experiment was made 
wih fifh, and Dr Pring/e’s with fieth ; 
which made the former fay that lime- 
water withitood corruption itrongly, 
and the latter, that ii did it but weakiy, 
if at all. 

I lately repeated the experiment 
more fully, and with the fame fecctis. 
Oa the 26th of March | put a haddock 
into a pot of common water. I did. the 
Jame to. a piece of beef, and the water. 
was changed every day. Atthe fame 
time I put a haddock into a pot of 
jime-water, and did the fame wi:ha 
piece of beef.

to be.ready for us; we. therefore pro- 
ceeded four leagues farther, -and,..cok 
up our lodging at Pe/iica, a houle pt,ihe 
village of .Pya/e. In this part,.ot the 
world a village confifts ordinapily.of go 
move..than, twe orthree huuics, faae 
~ " fedgues 
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leagaes°afonder. At Pellicer we met 
with “fix tain deers and their polkas; 
but, “as ie’was practicable to proceed 
three Hagues further in our fledges, I 
kept the hovfes to carry'us next morn- 
ing'to’ Br kebeilki, whither I order’d the 
eo oe to proceed, and wait our ar- 
rival, : ‘ 

“Pw thefe inheppy climates, whieh are 
feorch’d i ky with the fun i 
fummer,, , when..he does. not fer for 
marty daystogether ; and envelop’d in 
conyenmal darknefs'in the winter, when, 
for many days together he does not rife, 
we thought ourfelves not ill aceommo- 
dared with fuch a lodging. Pélika-boufe, 
though ic 1§ far remov'd from the ha- 
bitable world, is yet one of the beft in 
the whole county, there being plen- 
ty of flkins of beats and rain deers for 
‘beds. On the 12th of Apri/, 1737, a con- 
fiderable time before fun rifing, we fet 
out from this place and foon came to 
Erckibeilki, where we ftaid no longer 
than was neceflary for difcharging our 
fledges, and-faftening ourfelves: in the 
‘pulkas, a precaution without which, 
eee ae ei —_— be im- 
pofhbleto keep pofi of the carriage. 
This however was altogether unnecef- 
fary in. our: prefent circumftances, for 
our deer were not of that irreftrainable 
kind, which precipitated me the fum- 
mer before from the top of rafaxa, and 
carried me with the rapidity of a birds 
flight along theriver:(V.8.7.636.)Their 
veivet horns were alter’d’ co dry white 
bones, like the bleach'd ribs of a horfe, 
that has been long dead; their bones 
were ready to ftart through their fkins, 
and they look’'d as if they could hardly 
have dragged us a hundred paces. 

This great alteration. was caufed 
wholly by the difference of the fea- 
fons; for the deer that carried me from 
Avajaxa were jut come from fattening 
the whole furnmer in Norway, but thele 
had juft finifhe? their winter’s Jent. 
While we were crofling a foreft of 8 
or 9 leagues extent, we were forc'd to 
ftop often, and bait them with mofs, 
cag fe only food to be procur'd.

The ftone itfelf muft be acknowledged 
to have none of the beauty of the Greek 
and Roman monuments; but if what it 
contains be really an infcripiion, it is 
probably the moft ancient now remain- 
in the world. 

The prefent inhabitants of this coun- 
try live like beafts in a foreft, nor can it 
be fuppofed that a climate fo inhofpita- 
ble, and a foil fo barren, were ever peo- 
pled but by a few wretched outcafts, 
who had neither any memorable event 
to record, nor the knowledge of any 
art by which fuch record cmnll be made.

‘There may have been a time 
when the polar circles pafled over thofe 
countries, which now glow under the 
tropics,and the tropics over thofe which 
now freeze under the polar circles ; for 
many caufes, equal to fuch efleéts, 
may be difcovered by a diligent enqui- 
rer, with a moderate fhare of aftrono- 
mical knowledge, and it appears incon- 
teitably by a comparifon of the ancient 
obfervations with the modern, that the 
obliquity of the ecliptic to the equator 
has varied.

The moft proper veflels for preparing 
in{piflated juice of lemons, oranges, or 
any other acid fruits, are firft porcelane 
er china ware. The fubftance of them 
is of fo clofe a texture, that no faline or 
other liquor can penetrate them. The 

lazing, which is made likewife of the 
jubitance of the china, is fo firm and 
clofe, that no falt or faline fubftance 
can have the leaft effect upon it. By 
china I mean Chinefe china ; for fome 
fpecies of the European manufactory are 
certainly glazed with a fine gla{s of 
lead, &5c. 


Next tochina, and as 1 have found F 


fufficiently fit for the purpole, is the 
ftone ware commonly called Staffard- 
foire. The fubitance of thele veflels is 
a compofition of black flint and a itrong 
clay that bakes white. Their outfides 
are glazed by throwing into the furnace, 
when well heated, common or fea falt 
decrepitated ; the fteam or acid of 
which flying up among the veflels, 
vitrifies the outfides of them, and gives 
them the glazing.

injured or affected by any kind of falrs,

whethér acid or alkaline, or any liquors 
hot or cold; nor do.tuch. veffels alter 
the: tafte or quality of any thing put 
imo. them. They. are: therefore ex- 
tremely: proper for all common ufés ;

Orwithftanding the many pieces 

tha: have been written to explain 
tne phenomena of electricity, fome of 
which have been honour'd with pre- 
miums, a variety of frefh. difcoveries 
may probably throw a new light upon 
the fubdject. ! 

To this end the imperial academy of 
{ciences at Peter/ourgb, have propofed sy 
_ their ufual reward of one hundred du- 
cats.fo any. one, who, before the ift day 
of Fune 14755, thall affign the true cauje 
of eleétricity, and give the beft theory 
thereof; wherein, befides the more ob- 
vious particulars of the problem, the 
following may alfo be well confidered. 

1. Eleétrical phenomena have fe- E 
veral things in common with the pro- 
perties of fire; and not a few which 
feem of a quite different nature. Of 
the former kind, is the production of 
’ flame-by. eleétricity ; of the later, that 
the very produétion of eleér:city icelf, 
is oppoled by-fire: It cannot, for in- 
flance,; be excited by a glafs which is 
over-héeated: Bat then it is equaily, and 
with the fame eafe, propagated feeb 
red hot iron, and ice. Wherefore’ the 
academy think it advifable to diftinguifh 
carefully between the things which 
contribuie to the caufe of electricity 
and fre in common, and thofe which G 
are the caufe of‘either in particular ; 
from a due and. diftin&t confideration 
whereof. it is Hiop’d, that the doétrine 
of this difficult affair, may in a great 
mealiiré be cleared up.
